SUMMARY OF FINDINGS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


March 22, 1972 


Board of Selectmen 
Lempster, New Hampshire 


Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the report of our examination and audit 
of the records of Elsie M. Barton Hill, Treasurer for the year ended 
December 31, 1971 and the period January 1, 1972 to January 25, 1972, 
which was made by this Division in accordance with your request. 

One of the enclosed audits must be given the Town Clerk for 
retension as part of the permanent records. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Our examination was made in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards and accordingly, included such tests of the account- 
ing records and such other auditing procedures as were considered 
necessary in the circumstances. Submitted below are brief comments 
with respect to the application of certain of these tests and procedures: 


Cash Receipts: 


All receipts recorded by the Treasurer during 1971 were checked 
to supporting documents, and were compared to deposits shown on 
monthly statements submitted by the depository bank. In this regard, 
we noted considerable delays in making bank deposits. As Exhibit A 
indicates, the last deposit by the Treasurer, covering 1971 receipts, 
was made on February 22, 1972. The amount of this deposit was 
$16,093.15. 


Receipts in 1971, according to the Treasurer’s records, totalled 
$161,722.67; bank deposits including the deposit of February 22, 1972 
amounted to $170,536.47; therefore, deposits during the fiscal year 
exceeded recorded receipts by the sum $8,813.80. This suggests that 
the cash balance of $6,632.22 as of December 31, 1970, as indicated in 
the Town Report and the 'Treasurer’s records, was incorrectly stated. 


Cash Expenditures: 
All the checks issued during the year were examined, compared 
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to the Selectmen’s authorized payment vouchers, and then traced to 
the Treasurer’s cash book. The checks were then added in order to 
arrive at the total amount of checks issued. The following irregularities, 
with regard to the checks issued, were noted during our examination: 


1. A number of cancelled checks examined were not signed by the 
Treasurer. On occasion, a signature other than the Treasurer’s appeared 
on the check. 


2. In a number of instances, checks were written six months in 
advance of the Selectmen’s authorization. 


3. There were two instances where we could not locate a Select- 
men’s payment order for checks issued. 


4. There were instances where checks were issued on approval of 
only one of the Selectmen. 


5. Selectmen’s payment orders dated May 29, 1971, were not paid 
until July 10, 1971. 


We believe that the above irregularities indicate the need for the 
Selectmen to exercise more control over the financial affairs of the 
Town. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 71, Section 27-a, of the Revised Statutes 
Annotated require that the auditors’ summary of findings and recom- 
mendations (letter of transmittal) shall be published in the next annual 
report of the Town. Publication of the Exhibits contained in the audit 
report is optional, at the discretion of the Board of Selectmen. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of Lempster for 
their assistance during the course of the audit.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


In New Hampshire, forest fire control is a cooperative State-town 
program. The Town Forest Fire Warden, appointed by the Director, 
Division of Resources Development upon recommendation of the Se- 
lectmen and the State’s District Forest Fire Chief is responsible for 
fire suppression and other related duties. The State shares equally 
with the town in the cost of most forest fires, except illegal and care- 
less fires, which are charged to the responsible party. The State fur- 
ther provides fire detection services, prevention programs, fire training 
for town wardens and crews, and back up equipment for fire suppres- 
sion. 


By authority of the State, the Town Forest Fire Warden controls all 
outside burning in his town, except backyard cooking fires. Any person 
wishing to kindle a fire when the ground is not covered with snow 
must obtain a fire permit, free of cost, from the Town Forest Fire War- 
den. No permits will be issued for fires between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 
P.M. unless it is raining, except for commercial purposes. 


Please be careful when using fire, remember it can be an extremely 
useful tool when under control but once allowed to run wild it can 
become a disastrous and devastating force. Only you can prevent a for- 
est fire.

LEMPSTER LAKE SITE D-1 INTERIM COMMITTEE REPORT 


The letters to U. S. Senator Norris Cotton, U. S. Senator Thomas 
McIntyre, U. S. Representative James Cleveland, and U. S. Repre- 
sentative Louis Wyman (mentioned in last year’s Town Report) 
brought quick responses and subsequent action from these leaders on 
behalf of the Sugar River Watershed Project as a whole which includes 
Lempster’s Site D-1 Recreation and Flood-Control Lake. 


In October, word was released from Washington that the last 
Congressional Committee had given final approval to the Sugar River 
Watershed Project. 


Since that time, some developments have taken place which are 
of direct interest to us here in Lempster, namely: permits have been 
obtained from some land owners whose land lies in the vicinity of the 
dam or dike areas where soil evaluation and test borings are expected 
to begin in 1973. 


The State Water Resources Board and the State Highway Depart- 
ment held a conference in Concord. This conference paved the way for 
future surveys and planning for lake and road design, and for estimated 
costs which will include the Town of Lempster’s share. 


Finally, we expect to receive the above information in ample time 
so as to have the necessary articles relative to the Lake ready for 
voting at the 1974 Town Meeting. 


After favorable action on these articles, actual construction of 
the dam, dikes and road might begin any time thereafter.

It was possible to carry out a project on the building so that the 
library area was more than doubled in size and corrections were made 
to the roof design in this area. The details of this project were con- 
ceived and carried out under the direction of the Chairman, Stanley 
Williamson.

LIBRARY SERVICE 


The addition to the Library area made it possible to include space 
for shelving, tables, and other materials for cataloguing and mainten- 
nance.

1974-75 Art Education. 


Attempt to build up additional teaching materials and 
equipment for greater staff effectiveness in this area. In- 
vestigate opportunities to provide a part-time qualified 
teacher whose services might be shared with other districts. 


1975-76 Special Education. 


Continue to explore possibilities of sharing trained per- 
sonnel with other districts or tuitioning Special Education 
students to a school offering this program. 


1976-78 Guidance Service and Physical Education. 
Work to provide specialized personnel in these areas. 
The practicability of implementation will be influenced largely by 
the approach the State of New Hampshire takes toward school funding. 
The present situation makes implementation more theoretical than 


actual. Pending court decisions could drastically effect the present 
situation. 


CONCLUSION 


Goshen-Lempster School is well-served by the Wilber Campbells, 
the Charles Newtons, and Mrs. Connie Hooper, in transportation, cus- 
todial, and lunch services. These persons who provide these services 
are too often taken for granted and not given the recognition they 
deserve.

We are fortunate to have Mrs. Elizabeth Barrett on a three-day-a- 
week basis, under the federally funded Title I Reading Program. Mr. 
A. J. Soucy, Teacher Consultant, administers the Title I Program, as 
well as ably assisting the teachers in the school. Mrs. Mary Ann 
Thomas, teaching Music one day per week, rounds out our teaching staff. 


The year started out on a musical note, with a January appear- 
ance of Mr. Earl North’s Newport High School band for an afternoon 
of music that interested all. 


The Spring Variety Show let us find out about the hidden talents 
of the children of the Goshen-Lempster School. A large crowd packed 
the cafeteria to enjoy the singing, dancing and acting under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Thomas and Mrs. Jarvis. 


With June and graduation approaching the eighth graders spent a 
morning at Newport High School trying to find out what lay ahead of 
them. Mr. Herbert Williams, Director of Guidance, then came to the 
school to assist the graduates in course selection. 


The graduates made their class trip to the Boston Museum of 
Science and Canobie Lake Park. Graduation was held June 16th in 
the school auditorium. The speaker was Mr. Richard Mulcahy. The 
valedictorian was Janette Goyette and the salutatorian was Susan Thorn- 
gren.
